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Big book 
bootleg 

U of A stolen text racket 
growing, says official 


Those on the hunt for stu¬ 
dent “bookleggers” 
trafficking in stolen texts 
at Canada’s universities 
know the fraudsters come 
in all shapes and with all 
kinds of scams. 

It might be as subtle as 
Mr. Four-Eyes Poclcet-Protec- 
tor Flood Pants — tradition¬ 
ally a bigger fan of Ensign 
Chekhov than Anton 
Chekhov — tiying to hock a 
tome of Russian plays. 

Or it can be as obvious as 
the shifty-eyed undergrad 
in the dark glasses, with a 
fake ID, a hoodie over her 
head like a brooding Jedi, 
pawning the same anatomy 
textbook five times in five 
months and, unlike other 
students, not bothering to 
dicker over price. 

Or it can be as galling as 
the student caught on secu¬ 
rity camera taking a text¬ 
book off the new-boolcs 
shelf, delicately peeling off 
the price tag with his finger¬ 
nail, then sauntering over 
to the buy-back table to sell 
it. 

It’s an age-old scam to de¬ 
feat a program aimed at 
helping students buy the 
books they need without 
leaving them bankrupt. 
Many universities, which of¬ 
ten sell new textbooks at 
$170 or more, will buy back 
some of the books at a re¬ 
duced price and then resell 
them to other students 
looking to save some cash. 

At the University of Alber¬ 
ta, the booklegging racket is 
small but growing. From 
Januaiy to March this year, 
there were 14 cases on cam-

pus, more than double com¬ 
pared with the same three- 
month period a year earlier. 

“I think word just got out 
that, ‘Hey, you can do this 
and make cash really 
quick,’ so they started com¬ 
ing, getting their friends or 
affiliates onboard,” says 
campus security officer 
Stephanie Hartwig. 

She says it’s not a Dicken¬ 
sian tale of grubby first-year 
urchins fencing books to 
put Kraft Dinner on the 
table. 

“They seem to be well-off 
students, students who 
come from families who are 
able to afford their tuition 
easily,” says Hartwig. 

“They want spending 
money.” 

She says the serial thieves 
have netted $500 or more, 
no small feat when you con¬ 
sider they are stealing a 
$200 textbook, then selling 
it for, say, $30. 

“Some of them have done 
it over and over again and 
that’s how they get caught. 
It raises red flags on the sys¬ 
tem,” says Hartwig.

Volcanic ash could hit St. John’s 


air travel Volcanic ash from 
a massive plume hovering 
over Europe may be head¬ 
ing to Newfoundland, and 
that has caused many 
flights out of St. John’s to be 
cancelled for this morning. 

That means musicians 
and other revellers in St. 
John’s for the Juno Awards 
over the weekend could 
have a difficult time leaving 
the Rock after a night of cel¬ 
ebrating Canadian music. 

A volcano in Iceland has 
been sending a cloud of ash 


into the sky for days, forc¬ 
ing the closure of airspace 
over much of Europe. 

Transport Canada and 
Nav Canada have advised 
the St. John’s International 
Airport there is a 30 per 
cent chance the ash will 
reach St. John’s airspace 
this morning, said an air¬ 
port spokeswoman. 

“We do have a number of 
flights that have been can¬ 
celled Monday morning for 
precautionary reasons,” 
said Marie Manning. 


Meanwhile, Canadian 
travellers stranded abroad 
by the volcanic ash resigned 
themselves to what will 
likely be several more days 
of waiting. As the ash 
spread across Europe, Air 
Canada cancelled flights to 
and from London, Paris, 
Frankfurt, Munich, Zurich, 
Geneva, Rome and Tel Aviv. 

“It is expected that it may 
take several days for travel 
to resume,” the airline said.

Virtual reality rehab system for soldiers coming to hospital

rehab As society moves 
deeper into the 21st centu¬ 
ry, the military has a new 
weapon to fight against 
the impact of injuries sus¬ 
tained by our troops. 

National Defence Minis¬ 
ter Peter MacKay an¬ 
nounced yesterday the in¬ 
stallation of a $ 1.75-mil- 
lion Computer Assisted Re¬ 
habilitation Environment 
(CAREN) at the Glenrose 


Rehabilitation Hospital in 
Edmonton. 

The virtual reality 
system is designed to 
enhance physical 
and mental rehabili¬ 
tation services for 
soldiers and patients 
by engaging them in 
a computer stimulat¬ 
ed environment. 

With the help of a Mackay 
moving floor and a 
wrap-around video screen 
in which the patients see 
their own movements in 
real time, CAREN creates a 



virtual world in which 
they are less aware of their 
limitations. 

“As hard as we 
work to keep our 
troops safe, losses 
do occur as do in¬ 
juries,” Minister 
MacKay said during 
a press conference 
at the Glenrose Re¬ 
habilitation Centre 
yesterday. 

“As a country we ask a 
great deal of the Canadian 
Forces. We have to make 
sure that we give our sup¬ 


port to those who may fall 
ill or injured. By getting be¬ 
hind the CAREN system, I 
believe we’re showing that 
commitment to providing 
the necessary modern 
tools to help in (their) re- 
coveiy and rehabilitation.” 

CAREN is anticipated to 
be operational in early 
2011. It is the second sys¬ 
tem of its kind to be in¬ 
stalled in Canada. The in¬ 
stallation of a CAREN sys¬ 
tem at the Ottawa Hospital 
Rehabilitation Centre was 
announced in Februaiy. 


Carr gets 3V2 
years for swiping 
government funds 

sentencing The lies of 
high-flying fraudster Lloyd 
Carr — lies that for years 
caught employers, co¬ 
workers and politicians in 
concentric rings of humili¬ 
ation — spread Friday to a 
judge in Alberta’s highest 
trial court. 

Carr, said Justice Mary 
Mareau, lied to steal hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars from the province, 
then lied to her in pre-sen¬ 
tence hearings about the 
secret double life he has 
been leading for the last 
year in Manitoba. 

“There is substantial 
risk of reoffending in this 
case,” Mareau told Carr be¬ 
fore she ordered him to 
serve 3% years in jail. 

She found that the 46- 
year-old former executive 
with the Alberta Drug and 
Alcohol Commission — 
known as AADAC — lied 
to get the job, lied to bilk 
the government agency of 
$634,000, and fibbed that 
his boss made him steal it. 

He lied about his where¬ 
abouts while on bail, used 
a bogus diploma to coun¬ 
sel kids in Manitoba, 
forged doctor’s notes and 
earned sympathy by mak¬ 
ing up stories that he had 
bowel cancer. 

“He played the people at 
AADAC for fools and he at¬ 
tempted to play us for 
fools,” Crown prosecutor 
Greg Lepp told Moreau 
earlier Friday, arguing the 
she should impose a five- 
year jail term. 

“He hasn’t exhibited any 
sense of reforming his 
own behaviour or turning 
a corner. He’s a leopard 
who hasn’t changed his

Airlines, experts differ on 
when to resume flights 


Major airlines that sent 
test flights into European 
air space found no damage 
yesterday from the vol¬ 
canic ash that has para¬ 
lyzed aviation over the 
continent, raising pres¬ 
sure on governments to 
ease restrictions that have 
thrown global travel and 
commerce into chaos. 

Is it safe to fly yet? 

Airline officials and 
some pilots say the passen¬ 
gerless test flights show 
that it is. 

But meteorologists warn 
that the skies over Europe 
remain unstable from an 
Icelandic volcano that con¬ 
tinues to spew ash capable 
of knocking out jet en¬ 
gines. 

European Union officials 
said air traffic could re¬ 
turn to half its normal lev¬ 
el today if the dense cloud 
begins to dissipate. Ger¬ 
many allowed some flights 
to resume. 

Eighty per cent of Euro¬ 
pean airspace remained 
closed for a devastating 
fourth day yesterday, with 
only 4,000 of the normal 
20,000-flight schedule in 
the air, said Brian Flynn, 
deputy head of operations 


63,000 

European flights cancelled 
since Thursday. 

for Eurocontrol, which 
supports the air traffic 
control network across the 
European Union’s 27 
states. 

KLM Royal Dutch air¬ 
lines, the national German 
carrier Lufthansa, Air 
France and several region¬ 
al airlines sent up test 
flights, probing altitudes 


where the cloud of ash has 
wafted over Europe since 
the volcano turned active 
on Wednesday. 

The planes flew at low 
altitude, between 3,000 
and 8,000 metres, under 
so-called visual flight 
rules, in which pilots 
don’t have to rely on their 
instruments. 

There are no recorded 
instances of fatal aircraft 
crashes involving volcanic 
ash, though several have 
suffered damage and some 
temporarily lost engine

Once there, even crossing 
the street turns into an ad¬ 
venture, from the time my 
mom wouldn’t stop to let 
my then-toddler brother re¬ 
trieve his shoe, to when I 
went black-light bowling in 
muddy white pants because 
there weren’t any side¬ 
walks. 

Unfortunately, the 


only 

steps taken to improve the 
environment thus far have 
been window-dressing like 
the renaming of Calgary 
Trail northbound as “Gate¬ 


way Boulevard.” 

While the name is partic¬ 
ularly laughable — not just 
because of the lack of a 
clear gateway — it provides 
an instant vision for what 
the corridor could be with 
different priorities. 

Boulevards originated as 
medieval cities shrugged off 
their walls and replaced 
them with grand prome¬ 
nades lined by impressive 
architecture. A proper 
boulevard is multi-modal, 
bi-directional, and divided 
by multiple landscaped and 
treed medians in precisely 
the way Gateway Boulevard 
isn’t. 

Once the funding is re¬ 
stored, the city should con¬ 
sider redirecting it toward 
creating a more hospitable 
environment. Either way, if 
there’s one thing Gateway 
doesn’t need, it’s more 
lanes to cross.

Being stuck in Europe dur¬ 
ing the Icelandic volcano 
revenge brings your most 
creative side alive. How do 
you get home from Paris to 
Stockholm with airports 
closed, all train tickets sold 
out and every car rental 
company in Paris already 
emptied? 

On top of that you have 
just received instructions to 
pick up your boss (the CEO) 
in Brussels and make sure 
he gets to Copenhagen to 
deliver the quarterly result 
today. 

Working for Metro, I 
have always taken pride in 
our entrepreneurial spirit, 
but this was a new chal¬ 


lenge. In desperation I 
called the chairman of 
Metro France and asked 
him if he could lend me a 
car, without knowing how 
to possibly return it to him. 
After all, we were going to 
Scandinavia and I was not 
planning to drive back to 
Paris again. Yes, he said — I 
have a car. You can take my 
son’s Smart car. Excellent, 
1,600 kilometres in a Smart 
car! I can smell a promotion 
coming up. 

Thinking I was doomed, I 
went out for lunch, where I 
saw another colleague 
parking her car — a nice 
comfortable Lexus. “Here is 
my chance!” I thought. I si¬ 
dled up to her and offered 
her a Smart car in ex¬ 
change for her Lexus. After 
a confusing discussion we 
had a deal. But she needed 
the car back yesterday, she 


said — not knowing the de¬ 
tails about my plan for her 
car. 

It was Friday noon and I 
proudly called our CEO to 
tell him “mission accom¬ 
plished” — I would pick 
him up in Brussels in four 
hours and drop him off 
safely in Copenhagen Satur¬ 
day morning. 

On my way out from 
Paris I still had to solve the 
small issue of getting the 
car back to my colleague by 
yesterday. I called the office 
in Stockholm: “Do we have 
any French people stuck in 
Stockholm?” The ash cloud 
co-operated: One of our em¬ 
ployees was stuck in Swe¬ 
den, trying to get to Paris. 
Put him on a bus to Copen¬ 
hagen, we’ll meet him 
there. 

On the autobahns in Ger¬ 
many, our CEO was smok¬ 


ing heavily, talking on the 
phone and playing with the 
GPS — a novelty for a man 
who almost exclusively 
bikes eveiywhere. Around 
midnight, I started to get 
tired and asked if he could 
drive for a while. “Sorry,” 
he said. “I don’t have my 
driving licence!” 

We were still five hours 
away from Copenhagen. It 
was going to be a long 
night. 

At 5 a.m. Saturday — af¬ 
ter 16 hours on the road — 
I handed over the car keys 
to our French friend in 
Copenhagen. Mission was 
completed. Our CEO was in 
Copenhagen, I was on my 
way to Stockholm and the 
car was going to be back in 
Paris by yesterday.

NASA given directive 
for asteroid landing 


Landing a man on the 
moon was a towering 
achievement. NowU.S. Pres¬ 
ident Barack 
Obama has 
given NASA 
an even hard¬ 
er job, one 
with a certain 
Hollywood 
quality: Send¬ 
ing astronauts 
to an asteroid, 
a giant speed¬ 
ing rock, just 
15 years from 
now. 

Space ex¬ 
perts say such 
a voyage 
could take 
several 
months 
longer than a journey to the 
moon and entail far greater 
dangers. 

“It is really the hardest 
thing we can do,” NASA ad¬ 
ministrator Charles Bolden 
said. 

Going to an asteroid 
could provide vital training 
for an eventual mission to 
Mars. It might help unlock 
the secrets of how our solar 
system formed. And it could 


give mankind the know¬ 
how to do something that 
has been accomplished only 
in the movies 
by a few 
square-jawed, 
squinty-eyed 
heroes: Saving 
the Earth 
from a colli¬ 
sion with a 
killer asteroid. 

“You could 
be saving hu¬ 
mankind. 
That’s worthy, 
isn’t it?” said 
Bill Nye, a TV 
science educa¬ 
tor and vice- 
president of 
the Planetary 
Society. 

Obama outlined NASA’s 
new path during a visit to 
the Kennedy Space Center 
late last week. 

On the day Obama an¬ 
nounced the goal, a NASA 
task force of scientists, engi¬ 
neers and ex-astronauts was 
meeting in Boston to work 
on a plan to protect Earth 
from a cataclysmic collision 
with an asteroid or a comet.

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Tighter mortgage 
rules kick in today 


Real estate agent Marcus 
Caporicci calls it “creative” 
financing and expects to 
see more of it when tight¬ 
er qualifying rules for 
mortgages take effect 
today. 

The new rules are to dis¬ 
courage homeowners from 
taking out mortgages they 
might not be able to afford 
as interest rates start to rise 
and return to more normal 
levels. 

Federal Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty announced the 
new mortgage rules in Feb¬ 
ruary but did not change 
the rules affecting the five 
per cent minimum down 
payment or the 35-year 
maximum amortization pe¬ 
riod for a mortgage. 

Almost 90 to 95 per cent 
of Caporicci's clients have

Changes 

Under the new rules, the fed¬ 
eral government will: 

Require homeowners to 
meet the borrowing stand¬ 
ards for a five-year fixed-rate 
loan even if they choose vari¬ 
able or shorter-term loans. 

Lower the maximum Cana¬ 
dians can withdraw when refi¬ 
nancing their mortgages to 
90 per cent from 95 per cent 
of the value of their home. 

Require a minimum 20 per 
cent down payment to qualify 
for CHHC insurance for non- 
owner-occupied properties. 

payment, often with the 
help of their families or 
their own credit lines. 

RBC senior economist 
Robert Hogue said the 
changes to the qualifying 
rules are largely “tweaks” 


because banks have already 
been requiring that buyers 
qualify for a higher rate. 

“It might raise the bar a 
bit relative to the practice 
up until now, but it’s not 
enough to tip the market,” 
Hogue said from Toronto. 

“The changes will bring 
more prudence to the mar¬ 
ketplace,” he said. 

Martin Reid, president of 
mortgage broker Home 
Trust, said the federal gov¬ 
ernment has standardized 
what most financial institu¬ 
tions have already been do¬ 
ing when it comes to quali¬ 
fying for a mortgage. 

“There will be some peo¬ 
ple around the fringe that 
are impacted by it, but I 
don’t think it’s a huge nega¬ 
tive impact to the real es¬ 
tate market,” he said from 
Toronto.

Energy efficient domed schools sparking a global revolution 




“I want to see the world 
go round,” says David B. 
South — and he’s dedicat¬ 
ed his life to making it so. 

The president of the 
Texas-based Monolithic 
Dome Institute is inventor 
and promoter of dome¬ 
shaped schools, churches 
and storage facilities. Be¬ 
cause the dome is such an 
efficient shape — lower 
surface area, less building 
material required — his 
buildings are stunningly 
efficient when it comes to 
energy conservation and 
holding heat. 

“We are at as low a price 
as you can build a school,” 
the warm, slow-talking 
Idaho native says. “Any¬ 
thing that’s got any archi¬ 
tecture to it — any mason¬ 
ry or anything like 
that — we’re less 
money. 

“The build¬ 
ings are 
greener than 1 
grass. 

They’ll al¬ 
ways come 
up gold or sil¬ 
ver in certifica¬ 
tion. And then the 
fun thing is that we’ve 
now got to where FEMA

“I 
have classes

But Robert Tang, now 46, 
was already on a successful 
career path, having got his 
MBA, when his parents 
sidetracked him with ball¬ 
room dancing. 

The Tangs entered their 
first ballroom dancing 
competition when Robert 
was 25. They’d always 
danced for fun with 
friends, and his father had 
done lessons back in 
Malaysia many years be¬ 
fore. 

Tang was impressed with 
the event: The dancing 
looked fun, he liked the 
music and his parents 
made the finals. Plus, he 
met a dancer named Bever¬ 
ley that day who was look¬ 
ing gorgeous in a turquoise 
ball gown. 

A few weeks later, the 
Tangs’ dance teacher asked 
if Robert wanted to dance. 
A young dancer at the stu¬ 
dio needed a partner her 
own age. 

Those first few weeks 
were difficult. Tang strug¬ 
gled to master and remem¬ 
ber the steps and keep up 
with his partner. 

But just seven weeks lat¬ 
er, Tang and partner Tracey 
did their first competition 
and actually did better 


than Tang’s parents. The 
pair moved quickly up the 
amateur ranks. Then 
Tang’s teacher arranged a 
most appealing switch: 
Tracey went pro with a 
male dancer while Tang 
took a new partner. That 
was Beverley, whom he’d 
met before. 

Tang and his new part¬ 
ner began dating and mar¬ 
ried three years later, in 
1993. But life was busy. 
Tang had a demanding job 


with a software company 
and travelled frequently to 
the United States. Mean¬ 
while, the couple flew as 
far away as Europe for 
training and all over Cana¬ 
da for competitions. 

Their hard work paid off: 
they won the Canadian 
amateur championship 
three times and the North 
American championship 
twice. 

After a decade of dancing 
in their spare time, the

couple decided to make it a 
full time job. With the help 
of an investor, they started 
the studio DanceScape in 
2000. 

In the early years, Tang 
taught from noon until 10 
p.m. Classes are one hour 
with either a group of up to 
40 students, or one-on-one 
lessons. 

He helps his students set 
goals, and then shows them 
both the dance steps, and 
more subtle things like 
how to lead and read a part¬ 
ner’s signals. Later, he be¬ 
gan teaching instructors 
too: How to identify learn¬ 
ing styles, see ballroom 
from both the male and fe¬ 
male roles and learn the 
business side. 

These days, Tang spends 
more time in the office 
planning new programs 
for the studio and market¬ 
ing and promoting it. He 
just teaches private lessons 
and a beginner class along 
with his wife. The couple 
now just dance at commu¬ 
nity events, but always set 
high goals for themselves 
for those showcases. “We 
can’t get it out of our sys¬ 
tems to be the best.”

grounded A volcanic cloud 
of ash hovering over Eu¬ 
rope is causing quite a 
scene in Hollywood and 
beyond. 

The ash spat out by an 
Icelandic volcano that has 
left thousands of air trav¬ 
ellers stranded is also af¬ 
fecting celebrities, film¬ 
makers, musicians and 
even pro-wrestlers.
